GltAN'BY SMELTFK. 

Coud Progress Being Made iu Enlarging 
the Plant. 

Grand Forks, Aug. 10.— (Specinl)— 
Good progress in the ,roric of enlarging 
the Granby smelter is being made. La- 
bor troubles in the United States, how- 
ever, have delayed the completion of 
some of the machinery. One carload of 
electrical machinery arrived this week, 
and two additional carloads with other 
machinery is expected before Saturday. 
The power house is being enlarged, and 
the extended foundations have been 
completed. The power plant will be in- 
creased by a 250 horse power horizontal 
turbine water wheel and a 250 horse 
power electric generator directl> connect- 
ed with the water wheel, making a to- 
tal of S50 horse power developed for the 
use of the smelter. This i,s exclusive 
of the 250 horse power developed for the 
city of Grand Forks, the total power 
thus developed on tho Kettle river .being 
1,090 horse power. There will also be 
added an additional triplex power pump, 
which will supply au additional 750,000 
gallons of water daily for granulating 
the slag, and for the water-jackets. 

The enlargement of the furnace build- 
ing is also iu progress. J t- will con- 
tain two furnaces, making the total ca- 
pacity 1,300 lens daily. The new No. 5 
gyratory crusher ill the sampling works 
will increase the crushing capacity 1,000 
tons daily. 

The converter building now being erect- 
ed wilf be a steel lire-proof structure 
KlOxOS feet, and will contain two stands 
of converters of the 'horizontal barrel 
type. The shells will be 72 inches in 
diameter by 10(1 inches in length. Each 
stand will have three extra shells. This 
building will contain a forty-ton elec- 
tric traveling crane for handling tho 
shells and matte; in another portion of 
the building will he a twenty-ton rever- 
beratory tilting furnace- The converters 
as well as the tilting furnace will also 
be operated by hydraulic power. Near- 
by the converter building will be the en- 
gine room, 111 which will be located the 
blowing engine for blowing the convert- 
ers; also the hydraulic pump which will 
furnish the pressure to operate the vari- 
ous machines in the converter building. 
Tlie blowing engine will be run by a oelt 
(10m a 20 horse power alternating mo- 
tor. It is of tlie power type, has an air 
cylinder 30x30 inches and has a special 
unloading device attached so that when 
the pressure reaches a maximum nf 12 
pounds, the valves are so arranged that 
they remain open and no power is con- 
sumed when the converter is not using 
air. This unloading device was especial- 
ly built lor the Oi by company, and

INDIA'S GOOD SHOWING. 

Hold Standard Has Brought About More 
Favorable Conditions, 

London, Aug. 10 — Lord George Hamil- 
ton. Indian- commissioner, iu tlie House 
id' Commons today, presented the finan- 
cial statement for India. He said that 
in spite of three years of famine and 
acute depression in the three agricultural 
staples, tea. indigo and cotton, he was 
able 1o present the most favorable bal- 
ance sheet since India came under th'o 
crown. 

The relief expenditure for three years 
made a total of £15,000,000 sterling, but 
the same period showed a surplus of 
£0,377,000. 

The season's rajns though .below nor- 
mal, had been sufficient for agricultural 
purposes. Tlie crop outlook was fair, 
and there was a prospect of a material 
reduction in the relief expenditures. 

The results of the gold standard policy 
had more than realized the government's 
expectations.

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One of the several ships which were 
posted as missing at Lloyds — a ' marine 
obituary — last spring, is thought to have 
been located. Hoyoud a reasonable 
doubt the missing ship Manchester, 
which sailed from New York on August 
L'.'I last year with a cargo of kerosene 
for Yokohama, lia.s been found lying a 
total wreck on the deserted island known 
as i'ikar, in the Marsuall group, in the 
far-off southern seas. How many per- 
sons survived the loss of the Manches- 
ter — it' indeed this vessel is definitely 
found to have been her — is not known, 
but it is certain that a woman and her If 
rhildreu landed on the island. Their 
footprints were seen on the sands of the 
beach. The Manchester was a four- 
masted steel ship of 2,850 tons register, 
commanded by Cupt. I<\ Clemens. She 
was posted missing iii Lloyd* on May 
15, of this year, after '.Ml per cent, rein- 
surance had been paid 0:1 her. 

A private letter received by a San 
Francisco shipping man on tin- Austra- 
lian steamer Sonoma relates the rind 
of the wreck. The writer says: "A 111 
terioua shipwreck was reported from 
Sydney, X. S. \V„ July IS. by ('apt. 
Henry, 01' the island trading steamer 
Archer, which recently touched at .laluit, 
■one of the Marshall group. Here it was 
learned that the island trading cutter 
belonging to a German linn at .laluit 
had found parts of the hull of a large 
ship and over -It id cases of kerosene 
strewn along the shores of I'ikar island. 

"The island is uninhabited, but in 
walking along the beach the crew of the 
cutter came across footprints and traces 
which showed that some one had been 
there. Among the footprints wito ttioso 
of a woman and several children. 

'•The conclusion arrived in was mat a 
jiortion of the shipwrecked crew had 
landed on the island, the survivors in- 
cluding the captain's wife and family. 
Marks 011 the bench also disclosed the 
fact that two boats were hauled up on 
the beach and were suRVHiuently launch- 
ed- 

"Continuing nlong the beach the cut- 
ter's crew round the body of a man 
washed up. which was badly decomposed, 
but a cortitienh — that of a chief officer— 
wan found in one of the pockets, and 
turned over to the Herman governor of 
the islands." 

In shipping circles it Is said that the 
wreck is undoubtedly that id' the Man- 
chester. 

The Manchester was one of a number 
of vessels which were lost in the Pacific 
iast winter. The Rnthdown was never 
heard of after leaving Yokohama for 
Portland, the Cape Wrath was lost on 
11 voyage from Santa Rosalia to Port- 
land, the Berthn was lost on her way 
from the Orient to the name port, and 
the Andrada. after taking Pilot Cordin- 
cr on board off the Columbia on Novem- 
ber 12 last, was blown to sea during a 
heavy gale and never seen again. All 
these vessels were being reinsured at the 
same time OS the Manchester, and with 
her they -were one by one posted as ihNk- 
injr. The A rdnmnurchan was being re- 
insured at the same time because of the 
finding of salmon jettisoned from her, 
but she arrived .safely at her uesunu- 
lion. 

About the same time as these vessels 
-were lost, the Ilala. which was yesterday 
reported to have arrived at. Port Natal 
on Moudav last, with a canto of wheat, 
Which she loaded at Tacoma, after dis- 
i barging her general cargo at Victoria 
Mid Vancouver, wiiri on the overdue list. 
The 1'. S. S. (Irani went up 'he \ illl- 
cotiver Island coast to investigate the 
reports of wreckage lu'ing round there 
at the time, it being thought thai the 
flotsam being given up by the sea might 
be part or s.ane of the lost vessels bound 
to the Columbia, ami while at I ilulet 
the (Irani found a life buoy belonging to 
the Ilala which, it was afterwards found, 
had been lost several years before oil II 
previous visit of the baric to \ ictori'i. 
The news of the finding of this buoy be- 
! rg telegraphed from Victoria, coi ice 
dent wilh the fad that the vessel was 
fully due here and the weather being s., 
stormy in the North Pacific at that time, 
caused f. ars for the Ilala. and until she 
appeared off Cape Bealo about two 
weeks later, she was reinsured as high 
as GO per cent.

THE CENSUS. 

It appears to bo the fashion to say 
that the Census is n disappointment. The 
gain in population is only a little over 
10 per cent. This cannot bo called sat- 
isfactory, and yet when details nro 
taken, there is u great deal of cause for 
satisfaction. One province shows a de- 
crease, namely Prince Edward's Island, 
and any one familiar with that part of the 
Dominion never expected anything else. 
Prince Edward's Island gained very 
slightly in the previous decade. The in- 
crease in Nova Scotia is slightly less 
than in the previous decade, which is 
not what we would have looked for in 
view of the progress recently made in 
Capo Breton, but we suppose the gain 
in population there has been due inoro 
t a removal of people from other parts 
of the province than to immigration. 
New Brunswick showed practically no 
gain in the decade ending 1801, so that 
the gain of nearly 10,1X10 there is a 
change for the better. In regard to the 
Maritime provinces and Manitoba, it is 
to be remembered that a very large pro- 
portion of the gains in the portions of 
the Dominion west of Lake Superior i& 
due to a western movement from thoso 
provinces. Quebec shows a gain of 132,- 
000 against 120,000 in the previous de- 
cade, which does not indicate that the 
repatriation process is working very ra- 
pidly. The figures for Ontario are a sur- 
prise. The gain in ten years has only 
been 53.UUU against 188,000 in the pre- 
vious decade, which is more than ac- 
counted for by the gains in five cities. 
It is very difficult to accept this as 
correct in view of what has boen ac- 
compl-shed of late 'in Western On- 
tario. 

When we pass Lake Superior coming 
westward, we tiud a very satisfactory 
stale of things. Taking round numbers 
we had 307,000 people living west' of 
Lake Superior in 181)1, and we havo 
050,000 now, a gain of 113 per cent., 
which is, we think, as much as any of 
us expected. In our own province the 
increase is very gratifying, being con- 
siderably more than the estimate niade 
by the provincial government when cal- 
culating the additional per capita al- 
lowance. The Territories, organized ana 
unorganized, onlj showed a gain of 42,- 
000 in the decade ending 1891, 'but in 
that just closed the gain has been 112,- 
000. Manitoba's gain of 94,000 is very 
pleasing. Of the gain of 307,000 west 
of lLakc Superior, 'JL'.fMJO must be credit- 
ed to this province. 

Very little of importance can be in- 
ferred from the population of tlie cities 
for the reason that the urban popula- 
tion in very few cases is confined to the 
municipal limits. The population an- 
nounced for this city is very considerably 
under what was expected before the 
enumeration was made ami there would 
be some difficulty in convincing most 
people that the Bgures given are ac- 
curate. 



THOSE CENSUS GUESSES. 

Wo offered, the Daily Colonist for «i 
year to the. person guessing nearest to 
the population of the city as returned 
by the Census, and the Semi-Weekly 
Colonist to the nearest guess at the 
population of the province. One hun- 
dred and fifty-six guesses wore received. 
The highest for the city was 75,569; the 
lowest 1S.487. The highest for the pro- 
vince was 1,400,000, the lowest 09,705. 
The successful guesses were for tho city 
Miss A. A. S. Hunt, 20,842, tlie actual 
population being by the Census 20,821; 
for the province Mr. G. B. Murphy, 
100,311!, tlie Census figures being 100,- 
000. If the successful competitors will 
inform us where they wish the papers 
to which they are entitled to be sent, 
we shall bo much obliged. 

B. Q TIMBER. 

We observe in a Seattle paper an in- 
terview witli a prominent eastern lum- 
berman in which it is seated that the 
pine forests of Wisconsin and Michigan 
are on the verge of exhaustion, and that 
the whole United States will soon be 
looking to the state of Washington for 
its timber. There is a good deal of pitch 
pine in the Southern states, but it is not 
adapted to the purposes for which nor- 
thern pine and Douglas lir serve so well, 
and consequently the latter wood will 
be in constantly increasing demand, not- 
withstanding tlie handicap of a neces- 
sarily high freight rate. The supply of 
Douglas lir in Washington is very large, 
but even a large supply is not inexhaust- 
ible, while the consumption of timber 
in the United States is growing with 
enormous rapidity, These filets add to 
the value of British Columbia timber, 
because they will have the effect of driv- 
ing tlu> supply of markets beyond seas 
into our province. British Columbia is 
exceptionally favorably .situated for the 
development of a foreign timber trade. 
Our forests are very near the sea, so 
that the cost of transportation is re- 
ducible to a minimum. We have not 
Vet begun to appreciate what the forest 
wealth of this province signifies, but 
enough is known to make it certain that 
ia the course of a few years our ex- 
ports of timber will be very great. Those 
tilings ought also to impress upon every 
one the duty of doing everything possible 
to prevent forest fires. 

PARTY GO VEIiNM EXT. 

Prince Albert once said that "party 
government is on its trial." In Now 
Zealand, where so many experiments 
have been tried in government, party 
polities are to be abandoned. The leader 
of the Opposition has resigned his posi- 
tion, and has given us an explanation 
that lie does not see any good reason 
why party government should be any 
longer carried on. Immediately after 
the consummation of Confederation in 
Canada, Senator Ellis, as he now is, ad- 
vocated in the St. John Globe the dis- 
continuance of party politics so far 
as the provinces are concerned. The 
Globe has changed its views on that 
point, und just now appear!} to favor tlie 
drawing of federal lines very tightly in 
provincial politics, but the Toronto paper 
of the same name is much impressed 
with what lias taken place in Xew Zea- 
land, ami thinks it might be as well to 
follow the precedent in all the Canadian 
provinces. As a matter of fact, in two of 
the provinces, New Brunswick ami Brit- 
ish Columbia, there is no real party 
government, and the functions of the 
SO-ca'lied leader of tlie opposition ill 
those provinces an' merely nominal. 
Neither of these provinces has had party 
government in the sense in which the 
word is generally understood since Con- 
federation. The difference bet ween the 
govctrunicnt ami tlie opposition [have 
been largely personal. It is difficult 
to see how party government could be 
successfully carried on in a province like 
our own. because there is very little 
difference of opinion as to tho principles 
upon which affairs should be curried on, 
the divergence of opinion being as to 
details, and it is not easy to form par- 
ties on such issues. Details afford no 
general lines of cleavage, which can be 
followed. Most people in talking about 
this matter forgot that party distinctions 
nre not made-. They grow. They rep- 
resent something more than tlie am- 
bitions of individuals, something more 
than the desire of a lender to carry mil 
a purl ieulnr t hing. We can understand 
how tiie legislature might divide, lei 
us say, in regard to tlie best railway 
policy i , 1„. adopted; but Uiis would 
neressa rily be only m temporary clenvngo. 

When • the policy was settled one 

way or the other, t! : 'y thing left of 

tlu- parly differences would be the per- 
sonal alliances formed, and while these 
in a province like Xew Brunswick may 

become so strong, owing to the settled 
character of the population, as to be al- 
most equivalent to issues on principles, 
in British Columbia, into which a new 
element is constantly coming, personal

government the existence of parties de- 
pends upon issues, although the per- 
sonality of the leader may have some- 
thing to do with it. Thus British Lib- 
eralism is a tixed and definite quantity. 
It has nlways existed under one name or 
another, and always will exist: but the 
personality of Gladstone was such that 
it impressed itself upon the parly and 
completely dominated it, so that since 
his death the Liberal party has been 
in confusion. But the party still exists 
ami when occasion arises will assert it- 
self. Party polities in Ontario and Que- 
bec arose out of issues going to the very 
foundation id' our system of government. 
These ceased lo be of pressing import- 
ance, and then tlie strong personality 
id' Sir John Macdouald made Canadian 
Conservatism a power that it never be- 
fore was, and is not likely soon to bo 
again, even though it may be returned to 
power. We do not say that issues may 
not arise in British Columbia that will 
not cause a distinct party cleavage, but 
none an- now in sight. Indeed we think 
the disposition of the people of tills 
province is to ignore party politics al- 
most wholly and support any one who 
will give them a progressive administra- 
tion on safe line.-:. Tho events of the 
last session showed this, and the pre- 
sent condition of provincial politics is 
further evidence of it. We do not need 
to follow the example of New Zealand 
for ice have for some time bee:: almost 
in the same condition.
